Some States seem to take the 
view that the best way to get 
rid of the NSL management is 
to allow them to go. to 14. 

“It didn't work last time they 
had 14. they expanded to 24 
after 1984 In order to collect 
more affiliation fees to help 
erase the league's $100,000 ills. 

“Now they want to get rid of 
many of the clubs that helped 
cure those ills. And they're 
talking about an affiliation fee 
of about $50,000 in a 14-team 
league, whereas we're paying 
about $20,000 now.” 

Ernie Lamb's dissatisfaction 

with the 14-team proposal re- 
flects similar views held by 
State delegates who will vote 
on it at the ASF executive 
meeting in Sydney on Febru- 
ary 8. 
Northern NSW, Queens- 
land, the ACT and probably 
Western Australia, will vote 
against the proposal. 

NSW will decide whether the 
vote is won or lost. And NSW’s 
vote depends on its clubs’ atti- 
tude to the promotion-relega- 
tion arrangements and to the 
logistics of having to accommo- 
date NSL clubs forced back to 
State competitions by the 
restructuring. 


Super league 


A NSW super league, incor- 
porating the “dumped” clubs 
and the best from the State 
League, is under consider- 
ation, but that would lead to 
the remaining State clubs be- 
ing downgraded, meaning they 
would oppose the move. On the 
other hand, there would be 
political support for clubs be- 
ing promoted right through the 
divisions to make up the 
numbers. 

Newcastle Rosebud, like 
Footscray J.U.S.T. in the south, 
is back in the NSL even though 
it finished last in 1985. In both 
cases, no team was available to 
fill the vacancy.

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Oceania has been given a guaranteed 
place in the soccer tournament of the 1988 
Olympic Games in Seoul, South Korea. 


The Socceroos will not have to play cut-throat “tag-on” games 
like those against Scotland in the World Cup last year. 

They will, however, have to contend once more with Israel, 
which has been assigned to Oceania. 

The other Oceania contestants will be Papua-New Guinea, 
New Zealand, Fiji and Taiwan, and the Olympic qualifying se- 
ries will be held in 1987. 

It is the first time since 1956 that Australia is participating in 
Olympic soccer.

He had matured to comple- 
ment his far-reaching techni- 
cal gifts with the right 
attitude and in my view was 
the ideal choice to take over

nings, I believe Arok will re- 
tain Davidson, Ratcliffe, 
Murphy and Kosmina. 
Davidson because he will

Fairy Meadow to second place in the NSW

Tony Henderson has seen it all: he has been } 
part and parcel of the National League 
ever since it started in 1977. He saw the 
original PSL expand, then split into two 
divisions; he saw the enforced Americani- 
sation of the club names and the more re- 
cent, gradual return to normalcy, the 
various changes and counterchanges to the | 
points rules; he has seen the lot. | 


And now, with undiminished enthusiasm, he is fac- 
ing his 10th season in the League. He is a doyen among 
players, as are Jim Cant, Murray Barnes, Steve O’Con- 


nor, Joe Watson and a few others. 


What these have in common 
is that they were all 
present at the birth of the 
NSL and and arestil! there 
today. Maybe, at the end of 
the 1986 season, the NSL 
should honor those few 
players who have complet- 
ed 10 seasons. But I am 
sure our leaders won't 
even think of it. 

Henderson was more than a 
mere name in the early an- 
nals of the NSL. In the very 
first season, starring for 
the newly-created Can- 
berra, he caught the eye of 
the fans with his “all- 
court” game, covering the 
entire field in his charac- 
teristic long strides. 

Canberra in 1977 finished 
second-last but was still a 
success story. The amazing 
thing was that the club ex- 
isted at all. Former nation- 
al hero John Warren 
helped create a new club 
and team with players like 
Alston, Cant, Hogg, Moulis, 
Stark, Tilsed, the two Stod- 
darts and Henderson in a 
city where for decades 
only political football had 
been in vogue. 

The very fact that Canberra 
City still exists, although 
under vastly changed con- 
ditions, is a tribute to the 
pioneers of 1977. 

Tony spent two seasons with 
Canberra and then 
switched to Marconi; he is 
still there, after seven sea- 

sons, hoping to finish his 
NSL career with the club 
possibly at the end of the 
current campaign. 

“With the start of every sea- 
son it’s more and more dif-

drives his own &ton truck 
(TI carry anything and 
everything”) for a living. 
Some days he is up at 4am 
and gets to the Marconi 
training after a long coun- 
try trip at 7pm. He's half 
dead getting home at 10pm 
or So — a calvary even for 
a single man, let alone a 
married one. 

Tony Henderson was born in 
Newcastle (England) and 
spent some four seasons 
with Rotherham United as 
a professional in the 2nd 
and 3rd divisions before 
going to South Africa for a 
short stint. It was from 
there that John Warren 


fished him out for his Can- 
berra team, along with 
goalie Ron Tilsed. 

Under Rudi Gutendorf and 
then Les Scheinflug, Tony 
Henderson became a regu- 
lar member of the national 
team; at one stage he was 
even the captain, much to 
the horror of ‘purists’ (like 
me) who felt and still feel 
that this honor should al- 
ways belong to native-born 
players. 

Tony was, in the late 1970s 
and early 1980s, probably 
the most complete soccer 
player in the NSL. At his 
best he was poetry in mo- 
tion as he went gliding and 
slaloming through the 
fleld, like a biond grey- 
hound in an upright 
position. 

Of his many fine matches for 
Australia few will ever for- 
get his 1981 game against 
Taiwan (3-2) where, with 
arrogant ease, he dribbled 
his way some 70 metres, 
beating half the Taiwanese 
team — some twice — be- 
fore scoring a classic goal, 
the type old-timers often 
talk about when drooling 
over the exploits of char- 
acters of yesteryear such 
as Sindelar, Cseh, Puskas 
and Charlie Cook. 

His last game for Australia 
‘A’ was in 1983 in Singa- 
pore. The following year 
he was relegated to the B- 
team against a host of visit- 
ing clubs like Rangers and 
Nottingham Forest. By 
that time the Socceroos 
were under a new coach, 
Frank Arok. 

To this day Henderson 
doesn’t know why he was

championship in 1980. 
A small population, grinding poverty and the inability of its 
clubs to retain star players have been major handicaps for 
‘Paraguay, whose mediocre international record in no way 
reflects the number of exceptionally talented players It consis- 
tently produces. 
Given its fairly sympathetic draw, Paraguay is fully capable 
of reaching the quarter finals.

Belgium had to overcome Holland in a 
play-ff tie to qualify for the finals. 


Belgium's team has changed remarkably little in four years. 
The key players of 1982 will be the key players of 1986, with lively 
young linkman Enzo Scifo giving a slightly diverse dimension. 

There is little reason to believe that anything will be drastically 
different for them this time around — being good enough to 
threaten any team on a good day, but having insufficient of them 
to be a contender for the crown. 

Survivors from Spain include that dependable goalkeeper Jean-

Little wonder, as Iraq has been among Asia's best for some time, 
while Syria's overall record is little above the mediocre. 


Participation in the Mundial is merely a natural progression for 
a side which has gradually emerged as the most powerful in the 
Middle East over the past decade. 

Iraq has twice previously appeared on the world stage — in the 
1980 and 1984 Olympic finals where it performed creditably but 
seemed capable of doing considerably better. 

In the US two years ago, it outplayed eventual bronze medallist 
Yugoslavia for long periods, led 2-0 at half time, squandered 
numerous chances but eventually succumbed 2-4. 

Star of the Iraqi side is undeniably Hussein Saeed, a 28-year- 
old centre forward of exceptional, all-round ability. 

Another Iraqi to pay special attention to is competent, solid 
central defender Adnan Dergal. 

Overall, the squad has a great deal more depth than any previ- 
ous Asian qualifier and, under Brazilian coach Edu, looks capable 
of at least matching Kuwait's performances in Spain two years 
ago. 

Certainly, they are the most likely of the potential giant killers. 












Having qualified for the finals 
largely by virtue of its results in 
home games, USSR will find the 
totally alien conditions of Mexi- 
co a particularly harsh 
handicap.
